has lived in this city sixty-one years, 
except for the exception of a few’ 
years when he studied pharmacy at

Philadelphia 
College of Phar­ 
macy, is celebrating his 51st business 
anniversary today. 
Mr. Simon started to learn drugs 
as an apprentice at his present loca­ 
tion when the business was owned by 
Wenzell & Moeller, in 1861. He serv­ 
ed in this position until 1866 when 
he went to Philadelphia to study. 
While in Philadelphia he clerked in 
the store of Isaac W. Smith. After 
completing school Mr. Simon went to 
New’ York, where he remained three 
months in the employ 
of 
William 
Wenzell, after which he returned to 
La Crosse in 1868. 
In October of that year he entered 
business permanently at the old lo­ 
cation, which was then 
owned by 
Weston & Donglas. In 18 82 J. W. 
Weston bought out Douglas and a 
short time afterwards Mr. Simon was 
taken in as a partner, the firm being 
then known as Weston & Simon. This 
partnership 
lasted until November 
15, 1 898, when Mr. Weston’s health 
began to fail. 
Mr. Simon bought out 
his partner and has since been run­ 
ning the business alone. 
Mr. Simon was born in Kinheim, 
Prussia, in 1845, and came to this* 
country with his parents in 1854 
This is the oldest drug store in La 
Crosse, and although it has • hanged 
hands several tim/?., 
butine** has! 
been continued 
on 
practically the 
Fame spot where It wag estahnshed 
a few years prior to 1861. 


Lincoln Beachey will he remember­ 
ed in La Crosse as long as aeroplane 
flights are featured at the Interstate 
fair. 
Beachey gave l>a Crosse its second 
aeroplane thrill at the fair of 1912 
with daily flights In w’bich he flirted 
with death as earnestly as has been 
his custom since the days of the bi­ 
plane. 
The first La Crosse flight was 
by Hugh Robinson, who was brought 
here by The TRIBUNE the previous 
year. 
Willingness 
to 
take any chance 
that offered a new “thrill” as shown 
here and at Winona, finally took the 
life of America’s foremost airman at 
San Francisco. 
Bra vet I (»reat Peril 
The daring of Beachey was never 
better illustrated 
than 
in his La 
Crosse engagement. 
Arrived at 
the 
fair grounds, he found the machine 
sent him was ail old model, in a peri­ 
lously dilapidated condition. 
The 
mechanicians worked hard on 
the 
machine, but in spite of their efforts 
it remained in such shaky condition 
that members of 
the 
association 
were walling to face disappointment 
rather than have him ascend. 
But Beachey flew. 
That was be­ 
fore the loop-the-loop was achieved, 
but he did everything else known to 
birdmen, his flights under the race 
track wire in the stretch before the 
grandstand 
repeatedly bringing the 
crowd to its feet, breathless until 
he had swept by. 
The next instant 
the air was rent with cheers 
from 
thousands of throats. 
A Moment of Danger 
At the finish of 
his 
last 
flight 
Beachey came down from an eleva­ 
tion of 5,000 feet, his motor shut off. 
doing the graceful, 
perilous spiral 
glide. 
Thirty feet above the ground 
something gave way, and the 
ma­ 
chine staggered aud lost so much of 
its glide that the landing was al­ 
most a sheer drop. 
It struck with 
a heavy hump, and hounded about 
awkwardly, but Beachey escaped in­ 
jury. 
A Beautiful Sight 
That last event was most spectac­ 
ular. Soaring up and up, slowly like 
an eagle. Beachey gained more than 
5,000 feet above the earth in one of 
his flights hero. Suddenly shutting 
off his engine, 
the 
man whom l*a 
Crosse fell 
in 
love with in a day, 
started towards earth with no more 
to retain life than has a bird. It was 
Beachey s glide, upon which he de­ 
pended to save his life. For a second 
the machine would pause and then it 
would shoot spirally down and out 
{md then right, itself until gravita­ 
tion demanded another drop. 
When the machine started on its 
last glide, of some 
2,000 feet or 
more, with Beachey waving his hand 
to the grandstand, La Crosse fair 
visitors fairly lost their heads. 
Flying I psi de Down 
More than 
50.000 
persons saw 
Beachey in his latest stunt at Wino­ 
na, “flying upside down.’’ It was one 
of the big attractions at the Winona 
automobile meet, where Beachey in 
his aeroplane raced for time against 
Barney Oldfield, following the auto­ 
mobile so closely and keeping so 
near the ground that it frequently 
appeared as though the airman was 
about to strike the famous race driv­ 
er with his propeller. 
Beachey’s “loop the loop’ which 
made him doubly famous, was con­ 
ceived after these events. 
He declar­ 
ed he was through with flying and 
actually retired from the air, when 
the accomplishments of a Frenchmen 
in a monoplane lured him into the 
air again with his biplane. 
He was 
so sucessful that he again w-ent into 
public exhibition work, his last ap­ 
pearance in the northwest being at 
the Minnesota state fair last fall. 
He first started into the air game 
with ballooning. 
Many La Crosse 
people attending 
the 
international 
balloon races at St. Louis in 1907 
remember the several races with di­ 
rigible balloons in which Beachey 
figured and some of which he won.

Governor Philipp’s plan for cut­ 
ting down administrative expenses of 
the state government is announced 
in the Milwaukee Sentinel.

The plan amounts 
practically to a reorganization. 
Briefly, the governor proposes to 
consolidate twenty 
state 
commis­ 
sions and boards in the form of four 
new’ commissions. 
Four great commissions, the rail­ 
way, tax. insurance and industrial, 
are not included in the list affected 
by the reorganization. 
The four new commissions .to be 
formed are: 
Board of Public Welfare. 
State Conservation commission. 
Public Property department. 
Board of Agriculture. 
The Swallowed Boards 
Merged lh the above boards will 
he the following existing boards and 
commissions: 
State hoard of control, hoard 
of 
health, dairy and food department, 
oil inspection department, treasury 
agent, 
department, 
state 
barbers’ 
board, hoard of pharmacy, board of 
medical examiners, 
dental 
board, 
state forestry 
board, 
state 
park 
board, conservation commission, fish 
and game department, 
state 
fire 
marshal, board 
of 
agriculture, in­ 
spector of apiaries, board of immi­ 
gration, livestock 
sanitary 
hoard, 
state veterinarian and board of vet­ 
erinary examiners. 
Five members, appointed by the 
governor, with salaries 
of $4,000 
each, will constitute the Board of 
Public Welfare. There will be a pby- 
clan, a penologist, a dairy and food 
expert and two business men. 
Into 
this board will be turned the duties 
of the Board of 
Control, 
Health, 
Dairy and Food, Oil inspection 
and 
Treasury agent. 
( ’overs Wide Field 
The Board of 
Agriculture 
will 
swallow' the present board of agri­ 
culture, dairy inspection, Immigra­ 
tion, livestock sanitary hoard, state 
veterinarian and veterinarian exam­ 
iners. 
it will exercise a supervisory 
authority over the expenditures 
and 
proceedings of the Wisconsin Horti­ 
cultural society, Cranberry Growers, 
Livestock Breeders, 
Poultry Breed­ 
ers, Potato 
Growers 
and 
various 
dairy associations and the Agricultu­ 
ral Experiment station. 
Other Boards 
Fish and game, forestry and parks 
will be given to the Conservation 
commission. 
The office of State Editor will be 
established, to deal with all things 
affecting state printing. 
Saving Not Great 
This plan is the embodiment 
of 
Governor 
Philipp’s 
retrenchment 
program. 
Bills to effect it are either 
drawn or in process of preparation. 
Its effect as an 
economic measure 
cannot he great, as the offices w’hich 
it abolishes are largely non salaried 
positions. 
The field work and other 
administrative expenses of the 
de­ 
partments, in their 
new 
clothing, 
must be met as in the past.

The senator favored the scrutiny of 
the correspondence saying: 
“ All of the business of a railroad 
is public business, just as much as 
the business of the government

self; and if regulation is to have a 
fair trial, if it is to succeed, every 
bit of the correspondence that af­ 
fects in any way the business of com­ 
mon carriers should be open to the 
inspection of the interstate commerce 
commission. 
In defeating this leg­ 
islation the senators who interposed 
the objections assumed a grave re­ 
sponsibility. 
W ithout concern for 
the public, they served well the rail­ 
roads."

and even by the representatives of
